1 . An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste comprising a blend of 

a) from about 1 to about 5 wt % of superabsorbent polymer particles, and 

b) from about 95 to about 99 wt % of an aqueous water-soluble polymer solution comprising 
from about 0.5 to about 5% solid level. 

2. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 9 characterized in that the viscosity of the 
aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste will be from about 1000 mPa»s and to about 35,000 mPa»s. 

3. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 1 characterized in that it has an absorption 
capacity of 15 g/g dry weight or more. 

4. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 1 characterized in that it has an absorption 
capacity of 20 g/g dry weight or more. 

5. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 1 characterized in that it has a paste 
expansion in tap water of 40 ml or more. 

6. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 1 characterized in that it has a paste 
expansion in 0.9% saline composition of 20 ml or more.

7. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste of claim 1 characterized in that it has a paste 
expansion in deionized water of 70 ml or more. 

8. An aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste comprising 

a) a composition comprising from about 55 to about 99.9 wt.% of polymerizable unsaturated 
acid group containing monomers; and from about 0.001 to about 5.0 wt.% of internal crosslinking agent; wherein 
the composition has a degree of neutralization of more than about 20%; and 

b) from about 95 to about 99 wt % of an aqueous water-soluble polymer solution having 
from about 0.5 to about 5% solid level. 



9. An aqueous superabsorbent paste of claim 8 characterized in that the viscosity of the aqueous 
superabsorbent polymer paste will be from about 1000 mPa»s and to about 35,000 mPa»s. 

10. A method of making an aqueous superabsorbent polymer paste, said method comprising 

a) preparing an aqueous solution of superabsorbent polymer, which is formed from at least 
one monomer, where the pre-superabsorbent polymer is capable upon being subjected to heating of becoming a 
superabsorbent polymer; and 

b) preparing a paste by thoroughly blending from about 1 to about 5 wt % of the 
superabsorbent polymer with from about 95 to about 99 wt % of an aqueous water-soluble polymer solution 
comprising from about 0.5 to about 5% solid level. 

11. A method of claim 10 characterized in that the thermal subsequent treatment is effected within a 
range of from about 75°C to about 200°C when coating on a substrate.

capacity of 15 g/g dry weight or more.
